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PUBLISHER'S  PREFAC  E 


After  it  was  decided  to  publish  Dr.  Teerink's  revision  of  Ins  Swift 
bibliography,  two  major  problems  had  to  be  resolved.  First,  the 

{Musical  state  of  the  manuscript:  Dr.  Teerink's  additions  had  ex- 
panded it  to  where  it  could  00  longCI  he  included  in  a  single 
volume,  and  much  of  this  new  material  was  in  longhand  and  re- 
quired editing.  Second,  the  completion  of  Dr.  Teerink's  work:  he 
had  nor  finished  making  certain  projected  changes,  particularly  his 
intended  task  of  renumbering  all  the  entries.  Moreover,  Dr.  Teerink 
was  ill  at  the  time,  and,  since  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Library 
had  acquired  his  Swift  collection,  he  no  longer  had  the  books  at 
hand  with  which  to  verify  his  material.  At  this  point,  A.  H.  Scouten, 
professor  of  English  in  the  College,  was  requested  to  prepare  the 
bibliography  for  the  press. 

Professor  Scouten's  first  step  was  to  seek  advice  from  eighteenth- 
century  scholars  and  bibliographers  regarding  Dr.  Teerink's  plan 
for  renumbering  the  entries.  Without  exception,  everyone  he  con- 
sulted advised  him  against  discarding  the  old  numbers,  in  view  of 
the  way  the  present  Teerink  numbering  is  embedded  in  books  and 
articles  on  Swift  and  in  dealers'  catalogues.  Dr.  Teerink's  reason  for 
wishing  to  change  the  numbers  requires  an  explanation  of  his 
policy  in  compiling  this  new  edition. 

The  original  printing,  in  1937,  was  greeted  with  rather  sharp 
criticism  by  the  reviewers,  who  did  not  impugn  the  accuracy  of  the 
contents  but  complained  of  the  absence  of  full  bibliographical  de- 
scriptions, disputed  the  attribution  to  Swift  of  several  works 
which  did  not  belong  in  the  canon,  and  questioned  the  organization 
of  the  material.  Furthermore,  although  the  book  was  divided  into 
overlapping  categories,  e.g.,  "Collected  Works,"  "A  Tale  of  a  Tub," 
"Gulliver's  Travels,"  and  "Separate  Works,"  some  critics  argued 
that  the  writings  of  a  major  author  should  be  listed  in  chronological 
order.  Finally,  there  were  objections  to  Dr.  Teerink's  inclusion 
under  "Collected  Works"  of  any  book  or  pamphlet  which  hap- 
pened to  contain  more  than  a  single  piece  by  Swift.  When  he  began 
to  transfer  such  entries  from  "Collected  Works,"  the  initial  section 
of  his  opus,  he  observed  of  course  that  such  a  transfer  immediately 
disarranged  his  old  numbering  system.  Accordingly,  he  had  a  real 
reason  for  wishing  to  renumber,  as  all  entries  whose  position 
had  been  changed  would  be  difficult  for  the  reader  to  find  by 
number.  Our  resolution  of  this  problem  has  been  to  retain  the 
original  numbers  but  to  list  in  a  table  at  the  beginning  the  pages  on 
which  all  Teerink  numbers  are  located. 
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Admitting  the  logic  of  arranging  all  the  entries  in  chronological 
order,  one  can  still  see  some  advantages  in  Dr.  Teerink's  organ- 
ization for  the  present  volume.  It  is  useful  to  have  all  of  the  Faulkner 
editions  placed  together.  It  is  convenient  for  the  reader  to  have  all 
of  the  printings  of  Gulliver's  Travels  in  one  section  (where  they  are 
arranged  chronologically,  by  country)  rather  than  having  to  search 
through  the  entire  book  for  them. 

The  revisions  and  additions  which  Dr.  Teerink  has  made  in  the 
present  work  are  as  follows:  (1)  He  has  provided  full  physical  de- 
scriptions for  all  important  books  and  pamphlets.  (2)  He  has 
brought  the  work  up  to  date  by  including  the  bibliographical  find- 
ings of  Swift  scholarship  during  the  past  twenty-five  years  and  by 
listing  books  and  pamphlets  which  he  had  not  seen  or  known  about 
in  1937.  (3)  He  has  removed  a  considerable  number  of  pieces 
attributed  to  Swift,  either  by  dropping  them  or  by  relegating  them 
to  the  section  entided  "Doubtful."  (4)  He  has  detached  books  or 
pamphlets  containing  several  pieces  from  "Collected  Works"  and 
placed  them  in  other  sections.  (5)  He  has  transferred  entries  of 
works  containing  some  contemporary  comment  on  a  work  by 
Swift  from  the  end  of  the  book  to  where  the  work  by  Swift  has  been 
entered.  These  are  indeed  substantial  contributions  and  would  seem 
to  justify  a  second  verdict  from  Prince  Posterity. 

A  statement  needs  to  be  made  concerning  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  editorial  work  done  by  Professor  Scouten.  He  has  verified  all 
of  the  physical  descriptions  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  that  were 
contained  in  the  Teerink  Collection,  now  in  the  Library  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  has  made  minor  reforms  in  using 
bibliographical  symbols  where  Dr.  Teerink  gave  a  lengthier  verbal 
account.  In  order  to  hold  the  work  to  one  volume,  he  has  arbitrarily 
cut  off  all  entries  after  Sir  Walter  Scott's  edition  of  1814  (except 
under  "Biography  and  Criticism,"  where  the  entries  extended  to 
1895).  He  has  completed  the  replacement  of  contemporary  criticism 
begun  by  Dr.  Teerink.  He  has  assigned  numbers  to  new  entries 
established  by  Dr.  Teerink,  has  provided  a  table  showing  the 
location  of  all  entries,  and  has  made  an  index.  He  has  silently 
omitted  entries  of  some  works  not  belonging  in  the  Swift  canon, 
particularly  the  John  Bull  pamphlets.  In  only  one  place  has  he  re- 
vised any  entries;  in  the  light  of  new  information,  he  has  rearranged 
those  for  "Verses  on  the  Death  of  Dr.  Swift." 

Some  of  the  items  in  Dr.  Teerink's  personal  collection  were  des- 
troyed during  the  allied  attack  on  Arnheim  during  World  War  II. 
For  this  reason  many  of  the  copies  described  in  the  revision  no 
longer  exist  and  were  not  in  the  Teerink  Collection  when  it  was 
acquired  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  present  editor 
Dr.  Scouten,  following  Dr.  Teerink's  notes  towards  a  revision, 
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adhere*  to  the  practice  of  locating  the  destroyed  items  in  Teerink's

Naas,  Co.  Kildare,  Ireland,  on  his  last  trip  abroad.  All  the  books 

and  pamphlets  pertaining  to  Swift  in  Brown's  excellent  collection 
are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Huntington  Library. 

The  editorial  work  was  long  in  completion  because  Professor 
Scouten  was  also  preparing  a  history  of  the  London  theatres,  and 
I  wish  to  thank  the  University  Committee  for  the  Advancement  of 
Research  for  two  generous  grants,  and  the  English  Department  and 
the  Library  for  funds  enabling  Douglas  Wilson  to  assist  Professor 
Scouten  in  verifying  the  entries  and  preparing  the  text  for  the  press 
during  the  past  two  years.  Acknowledgment  is  due  to  a  number  1  >f 
scholars  for  providing  advice  or  data  on  various  cruxes,  particularly 
Maurice  Johnson  and  M.  A.  Shaaber,  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, D.  F.  Foxon,  of  the  British  Museum,  and  G.  W.  Cottrell, 
Jr.,  of  the  Widener  Library  at  Harvard.

Some  'Large  Paper'  copies  were  issued. 

The  original  leaves  G  6-7  (pp.  91-4),  bearing  the  last  paragraph  of  'A  Dis- 
course Of  The  Contests  And  Dissentions  In  Athens  And  Rome'  as  printed 
in  the  original  pamphlet,  1701,  were  cancelled  and  replaced  by  one  new  leaf 
(pp.  91  +  bl.)  omitting  that  paragraph,  for  which  A  8  was  used  [cf.  Prose 
Works  (1939),  I,  301].  The  B.M.  copy  838  g  1  has  preserved  the  original 
leaves,  and  has  the  cancel  before  B  1. 

Another  state: 

In  all  the  copies  I  have  seen,  the  last  two  lines  of  p.  64  (verso  of  E  8)  are 
the  same  as  the  first  two  of  p.  65  (recto  of  F  1);  but  Tregaskis,  cat.  970, 
item  296,  mentions  a  copy  "with  66  and  67  cancelled  and  one  leaf  substituted", 
which  is  almost  certainly  wrong  for  65  and  66,  because  66  and  67  belong  to 
different  leaves.  Apparently  the  new  leaf  F  1  corrects  the  mistake  referred  to.

1720,  a  printer's  error  for  1710.  The  four  copies  which  I  have  owned,  three 
of  the  one  printing  and  one  of  the  other,  have  all  correct  1710.

As  this  edition  includes  the  Tale,  it  may  claim  to  be  a  first  attempt  at  a 
complete  edition. 

This  book  has  been  called  a  Dutch  edition  and  a  pirated  one,  while  on 
account  of  The  History  Of  Martin,  for  the  first  time  printed  in  it  (pp.  253-66), 
it  has  also  been  held  spurious. 

A  Dutch  edition  it  certainly  is.  I  possess  a  copy  of  "The  Works  Of  The 
Right  Honourable  Joseph  Addison,  Esq;  2  vols.;  London,  Printed  for  T. 
Johnson.  M.DCC.XXII".  Though  the  imprint  says  'London',  Johnson 
carried  on  business  at  The  Hague,  as  appears  from  the  three  pages  of  ad- 
vertisements, after  p.  517  in  Vol.  II,  headed:  "English  Books,  Neatly  printed 
in  pocket  volumes,  and  sold  by  T.  Johnson  Bookseller  in  the  Hague";  and 
one  of  the  books  mentioned  there  is  the  one  in  question:  "Miscellaneous 
Works  comical  and  diverting,  by  D.  S ft.  containing  I.  The  Tale  of  a 
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Tul\  with  Notes  |fld  Additions.  II.  Miscell.mvs  in  Prote  Hid  Vtt

Miscellanies,  1727  &c.  (8vo) 

Publication:  The  Preface  before  Vol.  I  tells  us  that  the  original  plan  con- 
sisted of  a  volume  of  Swift's  prose  pieces  "printed  about  sixteen  Years  ago", 
a  second  ("and  perhaps  a  third")  volume  containing  "several  small  Treatises 
in  Prose,  wherein  a  Friend  or  two  are  concerned",  while  "the  Verses  are 
transferred  into  a  Volume  apart".  Consequently  on  June  24,  1727  {The 
Evening  Post,  June  15-22;  The  Craftsman,  June  24)  appeared  The  First  Volume 
and  The  Second  Volume;  and  on  March  7,  1727-8  (The  Daily  Post,  March  8)  the 
"Volume  apart",  called  The  Last  Volume.  There  had  been  some  delay,  for 
though  "quite  printed"  as  early  as  Feb.  1727  (see  Pope's  letter  to  Swift, 
Corresp.,  Ill,  380),  the  first  two  volumes  had  been  waiting  for  Swift's  arrival 
from  Dublin,  when  the  Preface  was  composed  (dated:  Twickenham,  May  27, 
1727).  There  was  even  more  delay  in  the  case  of  The  Last  Volume  which 
appeared  just  in  time  to  allow  the  year  1727  still  to  be  printed  on  the  title- 
page.  [A  Fourth  Volume  Of  Miscellanies  came  out  in  1728,  but  it  is  spurious; 
see  No.  32,  post.} 

Apparently  the  first  two  volumes  had  had  a  quick  sale,  so  that  early  in 
1728,  when  another  edition  proved  necessary,  Motte  could  at  once  print  a 
double  number  of  The  Last  Volume.  Part  of  them  (with  the  year  1727  on  the 
t.  p.)  went  with  the  two  1727  volumes,  the  rest  (with  the  year  MDCCXXVIII 
on  the  t.  p.)  with  the  two  1728  volumes.  At  the  same  time  the  Preface,  slightly 
altered  in  the  opening  paragraph,  was  lifted  out  of  Vol.  I  and  transferred  to 
The  Last  Volume,  1728.  The  Last  Volume  was  reprinted  in  1732. 
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It  was  not  until  Oct.  4,  1732  (The  Daily  Post,  Oct.  2)  that  The  Third  Volume, 
half  promised  in  the  Preface,  1727  ("and  perhaps  a  third"),  appeared.  It  is 
especially  remarkable  for  the  intricate  question  of  copyright  it  involved,  the 
story  of  which  can  be  traced  in  Corresp.,  IV,  307  to  the  end,  passim;  VI,  245; 
also  in  Poems,  pp.  xxiii-xxviii.  The  result  was  not  only  the  name  of  Motte, 
but  also  that  of  Gilliver,  in  the  imprint. 

In  Jan.-Feb.  1732  (The  Grub-Street  Journal,  Jan.  30)  Volume  the  Fifth  (two 
issues)  was  added  by  another  publisher,  Charles  Davis,  who  also  published, 
in  1738,  two  volumes  entitled  Political  Tracts,  which,  as  well  as  A  Complete 
Collection  Of  Genteel  And  Ingenious  Conversation,  published  by  Motte  and 
Bathurst  in  1738  (No.  161,  post),  may  be  considered  as  supplementary  to  the 
five  volumes  of  Miscellanies. 

Contents:  As  to  the  contents  of  the  several  volumes  it  is  to  be  remarked  that 
there  is  but  little  by  Pope  in  them  (admitted  by  Pope  himself  in  the  preface 
to  the  second  volume  of  his  Works,  1735,  where  he  expressly  mentions  the 
few  pieces  in  the  Miscellanies  for  which  he  can  be  held  responsible  —  cf. 
Corresp.,  V,  216-17),  and  even  less  by  Arbuthnot  and  Gay. 

The  First  Volume  consists  entirely  of  pieces  by  Swift,  namely  the  prose 
pieces  of  the  Miscellanies  of  1711,  and  two  others  of  a  later  date.  Three-fifths 
of  The  Second  Volume  is  taken  up  by  The  History  Of  John  Bull-,  the  rest  is  partly  by 
Swift.  The  Last  Volume  consists  of  The  Bathos  (hints  by  Arbuthnot  or  Swift  or 
both,  but  Pope  is  responsible  for  its  final  shape  —  see  Corresp.,  IV,  4),  and 
the  verse  of  the  Miscellanies  of  1711  together  with  some  that  had  since  been 
written,  of  which  total  Swift  savs  that  at  least  five-sixths  are  his  {Corresp.,  Ill, 
440). 

So  that  the  author  (supposed  to  be  Dean  Jonathan  Smedley)  of  the  spurious 
Gulliveriana :  or,  a  Fourth  Volume  of  Miscellanies,  1728  (No.  32,  post),  cannot 
have  been  far  wrong,  when  in  his  Postscript  (pp.  333-6)  severely  criticizing 
the  three  volumes,  he  said:  "Upon  the  whole,  this  plural  Number,  We,  is 
ridiculous,  P-e  having  writ  so  small  a  Share  in  these  Three  Volumes ;  and  as 
for  what  A-t  and  G-  can  boast  of  therein,  I  own  I  can  hardly  find  it  out;  so 
that  all  the  Vanity  of  this  sort  amounts  to  no  more,  than  that  Swift  had  a 
mind,  in  order  to  support  his  Three  insupportable  Volumes,  to  hale  in  Three 
other  Names,  which,  for  the  Reasons  given,  are,  really,  neither  an  Ornament 
or  Defence  to  his  Work,  however  these  three  Authors  may  excel  and  shine 
in  their  own  Works". 

For  the  rest  it  is  curious  to  read  in  this  same  Postscript  that  Smedley  charges 
Swift  with  having  made  Pope  his  "Skreen",  imposing  on  Pope's  weakness 
"to  lend  his  Name,  to  help  to  blazon  out  Three  Volumes,  in  which,  truly,  he 
has  little  or  no  Share" ;  whereas  the  case  is  rather  the  other  wTay  about,  Pope, 
for  love  of  money  or  of  fame,  having  drawn  Swift  into  the  joint  enterprise. 

The  Third  Volume  contains  only  "the  ludicrous  and  little  things;  none  of  the 
political,  or  any  things  of  consequence".  {Corresp.,  IV,  342,  484-6.)  After  its 
appearance,  early  in  Oct.  1732,  Swift  expressed  his  displeasure  at  its  contents, 
maintaining  that  the  poetry  (of  which  he  admits  six-sevenths  or  seven-eighths 
to  be  his)  was  too  insignificant  to  be  printed,  and  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
prose  was  written  by  other  hands  {Corresp.,  IV,  359-60,  367). 

Volume  the  Fifth  (consisting  of  poetry  and  prose  relating  to  Ireland)  and  the 
two  volumes  of  Political  Tracts  (containing  principally  the  political  pieces 
belonging  to  Swift's  English  period,  1710-14)  were  derived  from  Faulkner's 
edition,  the  former  from  Faulkner's  second  and  fourth  volumes,  1735 
(admitted  in  the  Advertisement,  before  the  title  in  Volume  the  Fifth),  the  latter 
from  Faulkner's  fifth  and  sixth  volumes,  1738  (admitted  in  the  Preface  in 
Vol.  I).

In  1730  the  Miscellanies  were  reprinted  in  12mo,  namely:  The  First  Volume, 
The  Second  Volume,  and  The  Last  Volume. 

Towards  the  beginning  of  1733  these  three  volumes  were  reprinted  and  a 
fourth  was  added.  But  owing  to  the  peculiar  manner  of  naming  the  volumes 
{First,  Second,  hast,  Third)  errors  were  committed.  Vols.  Last  and  HI  were 
interchanged,  i.e.,  Vol.  Last  was  provided  with  a  Vol.  777  title  and  the 
reverse.  A  certain  number  of  these  volumes  were  published  and  sold,  till  the 
errors  were  detected  and  rectified,  i.e.,  the  wrong  titles  were  cancelled  and 
replaced  by  correct  ones.  The  result  was:

It  has  head-  and  tail-pieces  and  decorated  initials,  and  therefore  suits  the 
former  set.  Whether  the  latter  set  had  also  an  appropriate  The  Last  Volume, 
1736  (with  printer's  rules  only),  I  cannot  say.  The  Last  Volume  was  reprinted 
in  1738  (with  <£=•  <t^). 

The  Third  Volume  was  reprinted  in  two  varieties  in  1736;  of  the  second 
(printer's  rules)  I  even  possess  two  copies  which  show  a  slight  difference  in 
the  imprint  only.  Remainder  copies  of  The  Third  Volume,  1736  (second  variety, 
i.e.  printer's  rules),  turn  up  in  1744  with  a  new  title-page. 

Moreover,  in  1736  Vol.  Kand  Vol.  VI  were  reprinted;  again  in  1738. 

In  1742  were  added  Vol.  VII,  Volume  VIII,  and  Vol.  IX  (a  reprint  of  the 
two  volumes  of  Political  Tracts,  8vo,  1738).

These  two  volumes  were  printed  from  the  same  type-setting  as  the  8vo 
volume  (No.  25),  after  compression  of  the  lines  vertically,  on  a  smaller-size 
paper  (chain  lines  horizontal;  in  the  8vo  vertical),  and  with  different  signatures 
and  pagination,  while  some  headings  and  several  printer's  ornaments  were 
removed  and  replaced  by  others;  all  this  to  suit  the  12mo  size. 

That  the  original  plan  was  one  volume,  not  two,  appears  from  the  fact  that 
the  signatures  are  consecutive,  as  well  as  from  the  Advertisement  before  the 
title  and  the  title  itself,  which  speak  of  one  volume  only.  Evidently  the  one- 
volume  idea  was  abandoned,  when  the  new  pieces  were  to  be  added,  which 
would  have  made  one  volume  too  bulky.  When  eventually  the  new  pieces 
(which  in  the  8vo  were  kept  together  and  placed  at  the  end  of  the  book)  were 
added  to  the  12mo,  the  new  verse  pieces  were  added  to  the  verse  part  in 
Volume  the  Fifth,  and  the  new  prose  pieces  to  the  prose  part  in  Volume  the 
Sixth.  Then  the  original  4  pp.  'Contents'  for  432  pp.  were  cancelled  (stubs 
visible),  and  replaced  by  4  pp.  reprinted  'Contents'  (extended  and  rearranged).

Faulkner's  %vo  Editions,  1 735,  &c. 

Towards  the  end  of  1734,  when  advertising  his  edition  of  the  Works, 
Faulkner  announced  that  "a  few  copies  are  printed  on  Royal  Paper".  This 
practice  of  printing  copies  on  small  and  thin  paper  as  well  as  on  large  and 
thick  paper  he  continued  for  the  later  volumes.  The  order  of  their  first 
publication  (both  L.  P.  and  Sm.  P.)  is  as  follows:  In  1735  Vols.  I-IV  were 
published;  in  1738  Vols.  V  and  VI  (slightly  different  for  L.  P.  and  Sm.  P.); 
in  1741  a  volume  of 'Letters',  which  later  become  Vol.  VII;  in  1746  Vol.  VIII

Vol  IV,  dated  1769,  has  several  special  titles  dated  1767.  Vol.  VII,  dated 
1770,  has  the  special  title  oi  Some  Yree  Thoughts  also  dated  1770.  In  these  two 
cases  we  clearly  have  to  do  with  volumes  printed  in  1767  and  1770  re- 
spectively, so  that  the  Sm.  P.  copies  of  these  two  volumes  dated  1763,  which 
are  exactly  the  same  printing,  must  be  cases  of  ante-dating.  With  the  remaining 
volumes,  I,  II,  VI,  however,  the  case  lies  differently.  Though  their  special 
titles  are  undated,  and  therefore  do  not  betray  any  secret,  it  would  seem  that 
they  were  printed  in  1763.  At  least,  what  happened  with  Vol.  I  points  in  this 
direction.  The  Vol.  I,  1763,  in  the  Gilbert  Collection  (see  No.  45 A  (8a))  was 
soon  exhausted,  and  had  to  be  reprinted.  The  type  having  been  distributed, 
it  had  to  be  reset.  The  body  of  the  new  book  appears  to  be  of  the  same 
printing  in  the  1763  Sm.  P.  (45  A  (8b)),  the  1768  L.  P.  (47)  and  the  1772  Sm.  P. 
copies  (48),  but  the  prefatory  matter  is  different.  In  the  first  'To  The  Reader' 
is  dated  'Dublin,  October,  1762'  at  the  end;  there  are  no  'Contents'  (appar- 
ently an  oversight).  In  the  other  two  'To  The  Reader'  is  undated;  there  are 
3  pages  'Contents'.  From  this  it  may  be  concluded  that  in  1762-3  both 
Sm.  P.  and  L.  P.  copies  were  printed,  that  some  of  the  Sm.  P.  copies  were 
then  published  as  just  described,  but  that  the  rest  of  the  Sm.  P.  copies  and  all 
the  L.  P.  copies  were  preserved  for  future  publication  (in  1772  and  1768 
respectively).  Probably  the  same  story  holds  for  Vols.  II  and  VI.

Though  promised  to  appear  towards  the  end  of  May  1734  at  the  farthest, 
these  four  volumes  did  not  come  out  till  Nov.  1734  and  Jan.  1735  (see  'Poems, 
XXX,  n.2).  This  delay  was  owing  to  Swift,  who  ordered  certain  things  to 
be  struck  out  that  did  not  please  him  (Corresp.,  V,  85). 

II.  Works In  Six  Volumes  (1738) : 

The  first  four  volumes  were  reprinted,  and  Vols.  V  and  VI  were  added. 
In  this  case  the  delay  was  even  greater:  promised  towards  the  middle  of 
May  1736,  "or  perhaps  sooner",  they  did  not  appear  until  1738. 

III.  Works In  Six  Volumes  (1742) : 

Vol.  I  was  reprinted  in  1742;  hence  a  new  title. 

IV.  Works In  Eight  Volumes  (1746) : 

Vols.  V  and  VI  had  been  reprinted  in  1741,  Vols.  I  and  IV  in  1742,  Vol.  Ill 
in  1743,  and  Vol.  II  in  1744.  Moreover,  in  1741,  a  volume  oi  Letters  had  been 
published,  but  it  had  not  been  designated  on  the  title-page  as  Vol.  VII  of  the 
set.  Yet  it  is  generally  found  as  such  in  this  function.  In  1746,  however,  when 
a  new  volume  was  added  to  the  collection,  this  volume  oi  Letters,  1741,  was 
provided  with  a  new  title  and  called  Vol.  VII ;  and  the  new  volume  was  then 
designated  as  Vol.  VIII.  In  accordance  with  the  new  state  of  things  Vol.  I, 
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1742  (not  yet  exhausted),  was  then  provided  with  a  new  title:  In  Eight 
Volumes \  1746.  —  Vol.  Ill  also  appeared  with  the  year  1746  on  the  title-page 
(information  kindly  supplied  by  Messrs.  Heffer  &  Sons  concerning  a  set  in 
their  cat.  321,  item  870).  However,  as  I  have  not  seen  this  copy,  I  cannot  say 
whether  this  is  simply  Vol.  Ill,  1743,  with  a  new  title,  or  a  reprint. 

V.  Works In  Bight  Volumes  (1751) : 

Some  of  the  volumes  being  reprinted  in  this  year,  Vol.  I,  1746  (not  yet 
exhausted),  was  again  provided  with  a  new  title:  In  Eight  Volumes,  1751.  The 
catalogue  of  the  'Bibliotheca  Fageliana'  mentions  a  copy  Vol.  V,  1751,  but  I 
have  not  seen  it.  Vol.  VII  was  reprinted  in  1751  (5th  ed.),  Vol.  VIII  in  1752, 
Vol.  Ill  in  1759. 

VI.  Works In  Eleven  Volumes  (1763) : 

To  the  existing  eight  volumes  three  new  ones  had  been  added,  namely: 
Vol.  IX  in  1758,  Vol.  X  in  1762  (Prose  Works  XII,  179)  mentions  a  Vol.  X, 
1758,  but  I  have  not  seen  it,  Vol.  XI  in  1763;  so  that  there  were  now  eleven 
volumes  in  all.  As  to  their  dates,  however,  they  presented  a  very  irregular 
appearance;  and  as  Vol.  I  and  Vol.  V  wanted  reprinting,  Faulkner  resolved 
to  create  some  order  by  providing  all  the  eleven  volumes  with  titles  1763. 
This  enabled  him  to  use  up  remainder  volumes.  If,  for  instance,  we  examine 
Vols.  I-VI  in  the  Gilbert  Coll.,  Dublin,  and  Vols.  VII-XI  in  Marsh,  we  find 
that  Vol.  I  is  new  (1763),  Vol.  II  is  a  1735  copy,  Vol.  Ill  1759,  Vol.  IV  1735, 
Vol.  V  1738,  Vol.  VI  1738,  Vol.  VII  1751,  Vol.  VIII  1752,  Vol.  IX  1758, 
Vol.  X  1762,  Vol.  XI  1763  (new),  all  with  new  titles  1763.  And  it  is  of  course 
possible  that  other  early  volumes  were  utilized  in  the  same  way  (in  fact, 
Vol.  VII  in  the  Gilbert  Coll.  is  a  1741  copy,  with  title  1763,  lacking,  however, 
the  last  4  +  32  pages).  But  at  Penn  is  an  eleven  vol.  set,  all  1763,  of  which 
Vols.  Ill,  VIII,  IX,  X,  XI  are  the  same  as  above,  while  the  rest  are  all  different, 
Vols.  I  and  V  newly  printed  in  1763,  and  others  printed  later,  and  then  pro- 
vided with  earlier  titles  1763  (see  Nos.  46  and  47,  post,  and  the  diagram  after 
No.  48,  post). 

VII.  Works In  Nineteen  Volumes  (1768) : 

Further  volumes  had  been  added  to  the  collection:  in  1765  Vols.  XII  and 
XIII,  in  1767  three  volumes  of  Letters  (Vols.  XIV,  XV  and  XVI),  in  1768 
again  three  volumes  of  Letters  (Vols.  XVII,  XVIII  and  XIX).  Then  Faulker 
resolved  to  an  L.  P.  set  'In  Nineteen  Volumes'  (see  above;  No.  47;  and 
diagram).  In  1769  the  Tale  was  added  to  the  set,  with  the  appropriate  title: 
'Volume  XX  Of  The  Author's  Works'.  It  was  also  issued  separately. 

VIII.  Works In  Twenty  Volumes  (1772) : 

All  the  volumes  in  this  set  are  earlier  volumes,  provided  with  new  titles 
(see  the  diagram  after  No.  48,  post). 

Notes: 

1.  Faulkner's  four  volumes,  1735,  constitute  the  first  authoritative  edition 
of  Swift's  works  by  themselves,  i.e.  not  together  with  those  of  others  as  in 
the  Miscellanies,  1727.  As  to  the  extent  of  Swift's  co-operation  in  them 
opinions  differ.  See  Orrery's  Remarks,  1752,  Letter  VII;  Corrcsp.  IV,  318,  360, 
390,  431,  444;  V,  37,  81,  85,  145,  179-80,  224,  257,  338,  449;  VI,  224  note  2; 
Poems,  XXIX-XXXV;  and  especially  A.  E.  Case,  Four  Essays.  For  Vol.  II, 
see  Elr.  Ball,  Swift's  Verse,  271-2;  for  Vol.  Ill,  see  No.  302,  post,  and  Harold 
Williams,  Gulliver's  Travels,  1926,  LXXXI-II;  for  Vol.  IV  see  Herbert  Davis, 
The  Drapier's  Letters,  1935,  pp.  LXXI,  &c. 

From  this  time  dates  a  keen  rivalry  between  Faulkner  and  the  London 
publishers  of  Swift's  works.  In  this  bloodless  strife  Faulkner  had  for  a  long 
time  the  advantage  on  his  side,  he  constantly  adding,  his  rivals  being  fre- 
quently obliged  to  derive  from  him.  It  was  not  till  1765,  when  the  first

I  le 
frequently  started  printing,  .is  lOOfl  as  he  h.ul  got  the  dispos.il  ot  new  mate 
even  if  thev   were  insutheient   tor  the  formation  ot   I  complete   volun.- 
though        .is  in  the  ease  of  the  earlier  volumes        Swift  placed  obstacles  in 
his  Wfty,  Often  Causing  cancellation,  especially  in  Vol.  II,  1735.  Hence  often 
a  difference  of  some  years  hetween  the  dates  of  his  special  titles  and  th< 
his    volume  titles;    and    hence    also    his    practice,    apparent    from    his    book 
advertisements,  of  "issuing  separately"  larger  or  smaller  sections,  or 
complete  volumes,  before  their  inclusion  into  sets,  or  sometimes  after  it,  with 
or  without  preservation  of  volume  indications  at  the  foot  of  the  first  page  of 
each  new  sheet.  Noteworthy  also  is  Faulkner's  practice  of  providing  remainder 
copies   of  earlier  volumes  with   later  titles,   sometimes  even  though   new 
editions  had  appeared  in  the  meantime.  In  some  cases  this  was  the  result  of 
his  love  of  economy,  in  others  of  his  desire  for  order. 

2.  In  March  1754  Faulkner  had  great  plans.  In  an  Advertisement  covering 
the  last  two  pages  of  his  edition  of  Brotherly  Love.  A  Sermon,  (see  No.  808, 
post),  he  announced  i.a.  the  publication  of  "the  Works  of  the  said  Dr.  Suift, 
in  seven  Volumes  in  large  Quarto,  fine  Paper,  and  in  a  Beautiful  New  Type 
of  this  Size,  With  a  Set  of  Cuts  designed  by  the  celebrated  Hayman,  of 
London".  Has  anyone  ever  seen  such  a  4to  ed.  ? 

3.  The  diagram  clearly  shows  that  Faulkner  sometimes  wished  for  order; 
witness  the  years  1763  and  1772.  But  equally  clear  is  the  fact  that  for  the  rest 
all  kinds  of  combinations  may  occur.  And  yet,  the  8  vol.  set  1746,  and  the 
19  vol.  set  1768,  are  usually  found  in  fixed  shapes,  namely  in  the  combinations 
of  volumes  as  given  in  the  following  pages  under  Nos.  44  and  47  res- 
pectively. 

4.  The  various  Faulkner  editions,  8vo,  12mo,  and  18mo,  have  plates  in 
Vols.  I— IV,  in  the  Tale  (those  in  the  8vo  and  12mo  editions  are  the  same 
off-prints  as  those  in  the  1741  ed.,  No.  237,  post;  those  in  the  18mo  ed.  are 
different),  and  in  Vols.  XIV  and  XVII  (the  same  off-prints  in  all  three,  8vo, 
12mo,  and  18mo).  The  plates  in  Vols.  I-IV  give  rise  to  the  following  observa- 
tions: 

There  is  a  frontisp.  portrait  of  Swift  in  Vol.  I  of  all  the  editions,  but  they 
are  from  three  different  plates,  for  the  8vo,  12mo,  and  18mo  respectively. 

There  is  a  frontisp.  in  Vol.  II,  but  not  in  the  18mo  ed.,  nor  in  the  later  8vo 
and  12mo  editions.  It  is  always  from  the  same  plate;  but  the  1735  8vo  off-print 
is  large,  whereas  all  the  others  have  been  narrowed  in  on  all  four  sides. 

The  frontisp.  portrait  of  Gulliver,  the  4  maps  and  2  plans,  in  Vol.  Ill,  in 
the  18mo  ed.,  are  different  from  those  in  the  others.  In  the  8vo  and  12mo 
editions  they  are  all  from  the  same  plates,  with  the  exception  of  the  frontisp. 
It  is  a  good  plate  in  the  1735  8vo  ed.  (inscribed:  Capt.  Lemuel  Gulliver 
Splendide  Mendax.  Hor.),  a  much  poorer  one  in  all  the  others  (inscribed: 
Capt.  Lemiuel  [sic].  Gulliver  Splendide  Mendax  Hor.). 

There  is  a  frontisp.  in  Vol.  IV,  but  not  in  the  18mo  ed.,  nor  in  the  later 
8vo  and  12mo  editions.  It  is  from  two  different  plates,  for  the  8vo  and  12mo 
editions  respectively. 

5.  Some  volumes,  or  parts  of  volumes,  were  published  separately.  Thev

Prometheus  (pp.  385-8)  is  an  afterthought;  it  is  not  listed  in  the  Contents. 

I  8  (pp.  127-8)  is  a  cancel;  Both  Pickering  and  Chatto,  cat.  357,  item  822, 
and  Rothschild,  No.  2151,  are  copies  in  which  I  8  is  in  its  first  state  {Prose 
Works,  X,  2U)  signed  *I. 

In  some  copies  (B.M.,  and  two  at  Penn,  Sm.  P.  and  L.  P.)  the  headpiece  of 
p.  65  shows  the  Dean  between  two  female  figures,  and  an  appropriate  legend 
("Detur  Indigenti")  at  the  top;  in  others  (Forster,  and  Bibl.  Nat.  Paris)  it  is 
a  neutral  one  representing  a  sheet  of  water  with  ducks,  an  angler,  a  bridge, 
etc.

In  these  two  issues  pages  [81]  to  the  end  are  the  same  printing;  the  rest  is 
different.  The  full  tide  of  the  first  issue  has  the  year  M,dcc,xlvi.,  of  the 
second  M,DCC,XLYL  The  Preface  by  the  Dublin  Bookseller  is  followed  by  a 
blank  page  in  the  first,  by  a  page  bearing  two  advertisements  in  the  second 
issue.  But  the  main  difference  lies  in  Swift's  Will  (in  the  first  issue  14  pp.,  in 
the  second  8  pp.),  and  in  Directions  to  Servants  (both  printings  also  issued 
separately  —  cf.  Nos.  787-8). 

Reasons  Humbly  offered,  &c.  (already  printed  in  1743)  starts  on  K  3  =  p.  [81]. 
In  the  first  issue  K  is  a  complete  sheet  1-8;  in  the  second  K  has  6  leaves  only 
(sewing-thread  between  K  4  and  K  5),  K  1  and  K  2  having  been  cut  away. 

In  both  issues  R  4  (pp.  195-6)  is  a  cancel.  In  the  first  issue  the  new  leaf  is 
signed  '***'  only,  in  the  second  'Vol.  VIII.  ***'.  It  replaces  a  leaf  bearing 
'Verses',  as  appears  from  the  catchword  of  p.  194.  Instead  of  them  was 
printed  'The  Elephant;  or  The  Parliament  —  Man.  Written  many  years 
since.  Taken  from  Coke's  Institutes',  but  apparently  not  by  Swift  (cf.  Swift's 
Verse,  219;  Poems,  1106). 

It  is  curious  to  note  that  the  first  issue  is  printed  partly  on  thick,  partly  on 
thin  paper.  Possibly  it  was  intended  at  first  to  be  added  as  Vol.  VIII  to  the 
other  L.  P.  volumes,  but  giving  no  satisfaction  on  account  of  the  haphazard 
printing  and  pagination  of  the  Directions  to  Servants,  a  far  superior  copy  (both 
L.  P.  and  Sm.  P.)  was  printed  in  1752  (see  45,  and  diagram). 

Variants  occur.  The  Nat.  Libr.  Dublin  has  a  copy  of  the  first  issue  with 
Swift's  Will  in  the  shorter  form  (pp.  [I]-VIII).

All  these  twenty  volumes  are  earlier  ones  (Sm.  P.),  provided  with  new 
titles  as  above  (see  the  diagram) ;  but  the  renewal  has  not  always  been  effected 
with  proper  care.

Faulkner's  1 2mo  Editions,  1735,  &c. 

As  the  diagram  after  No.  52,  post  sufficiently  shows  the  progress  of  Faulk- 
ner's 12mo  editions,  it  is  not  necessary  to  enter  into  detail  here.  There  is, 
however,  room  for  the  following  remarks : 

The  1738  set  of  six  volumes  has  In  Four  Volumes  on  the  title-page.  Was  this 
a  mistake,  or  was  the  appearance  of  Vols.  V  and  VI  (in  the  same  year)  not  yet 
foreseen,  when  Vols.  I-IV  were  reprinted?  In  1741  there  were  two  editions 
of  the  Letters,  one  "for  Edward  Exshaw",  the  other  "by  and  for  George 
Faulkner".  The  former  was  in  1746  re-issued  with  a  new  title  and  Faulkner's 
name  in  the  imprint.  None  of  these  three  has  'Volume  VII'  on  the  title-page 
(see  Nos.  51  and  64,  post).  The  Letters  were  reprinted  in  1748  (then  for  the 
first  time  called  'Volume  VIP  on  title-page);  again  in  1753  ('Volume  VIP  and 
'Sixth  Edition'  on  title-page). 

The  Preface  in  Vol.  I,  1747  (dated  Oct.  1734)  has  a  P.S.,  dated  Nov.  1747, 
in  which  we  are  told  that  since  the  appearance  of  the  first  four  volumes, 
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Vols.  V  and  VI  were  added  in  1735  (which,  of  course,  is  wrong;  the  Preface 
itself  in  Vol.  V,  1738,  is  dated:  April  18,  1738),  Vol.  VII  in  1741,  and  Vol. 
VIII  in  1745.  This  makes  me  think  there  may  be  a  Vol.  VIII,  1745. 

The  1747  set  is  the  only  Faulkner  edition  that  mentions  the  'edition'  on  the 
title-page  of  Vol.  I,  namely:  The  Sixth  Edition,  revised  and  corrected.

This  edition  is  complete,  not,  as  the  8vo  and  12mo  editions,  in  twenty 
volumes,  but  in  nineteen,  the  Tale  Of  A  Tub  forming  Vol.  XI,  which  caused  a 
different  distribution  of  the  pieces  over  the  later  volumes. 

As  early  as  1754  Faulkner  considered  the  publication  of  a  18mo  edition  of 
Swift's  Works.  In  an  Advert iset?ient  covering  the  last  two  pages  of  his  edition 
of  Brotherly  Lore.  A  Sermon,  1754  (see  No.  808,  post),  he  announced  the 
publication  of  "a  compleat,  genuine,  and  correct  Edition  of  the  Tale  of  a  Tub, 
free  from  the  Errors  of  all  former  Editions,  which  will  make  the  first,  or 
eleventh  Volume  of  Swift's  Works,  as  the  Purchaser  shall  please  to  bind  them". 
This  volume  (in  18mo)  was  published  in  1756.  It  had  "Vol.  XI."  at  the  foot 
of  several  pages,  and  appeared  both  as  Vol.  XI  of  the  set  (with  title  'Vol.  XI', 
1756,  in  front),  and  as  a  separate  issue  (No.  242,  post).

LAST  Year  was  publifh'd  a  Paper  of  Predictions  pretended  to  be  written  by 
one  Ifuac  Bickerjlaff,  Efq;  but  the  true  Defign  of  it  was  to  Ridicule  the  Art  of 
Aftrology,  and  Expofe  its  Profeflors  as  ignorant,  or  Impoftors.  Againtt  this 
Imputation ,  Dr.  Partridge  hath  vindicated  himfelf  in  his  Almanack  for  tht  prefent 
Year. 

For  a  further  Vindication  of  this  famous  Art ,  I  have  thought  fit  to  prefent  the 
World  with  the  following  Prophecy.  The  Original  is  faid  to  be  of  the  famous  Mer- 
lin, who  lived  about  a  Thoufand  Years  ago  :  And  the  following  Translation  is  Two 
Hundred  Years  old  ;  for  it  feems  to  be  written  near  the  End  of  Henry  the  Seventh's 
Reign.

works  in  England  were  his  partner  and  successor  Onirics  Bathurst  (with 
Gilliver)  and  Charles  Davifl  (with  Woodward),  who  had  already  experi- 
enced, and  continued  to  feel,  the  result  of  Faulkner's  competition,  who  sent 
his  volumes  into  England.  No  doubt  induced  by  their  rival's  success  thev 
resolved  to  co-operate  to  some  degree  for  the  reprint  of  Swift's  works,  and 
the  outcome  was  the  Miscellanies,  sm.  8vo,  1742,  consisting  of:

The  1747  edition  presents  an  irregular  appearance  as  to  dates,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  about  half  of  the  volumes  were  not  yet  exhausted,  and  were  therefore 
not  reprinted  till  some  years  later  (Vols.  V-VI  and  VII-VIII-IX  had  already 
been  reprinted  in  1745;  Vols.  X  and  XI  had  only  appeared  for  the  first  time 
in  1745  and  1746).

Penn  possesses  two  such  sets,  1742  and  1747,  both  eleven  volumes, 
viz.  Tale,  Gulliver,  vols.  I-IX.  From  them  we  see  that  this  is  an  early  attempt 
to  place  the  Tale  and  Gulliver's  Travels  in  front,  for  the  first  time  fully  accom- 
plished in  the  12mo  edition  of  1751  (see  No.  82,  post). 

Penn  has  a  copy  of  Vol.  XI,  1746,  with  an  extra  half-title  leaf  reading: 

[headpiece]  /  The  /  Works  /  Of  /  Dr.  Swift.  /  —  /  Volume  the  Thirteenth. 
—  /  Consisting  of/  His  Sermons;  with  some  Letters  /  and  Poems  never  before 
printed.  /  [tailpiece]. 

Curiously  enough  this  is  wrong,  for  this  Vol.  XI,  1746  does  not  contain 
the  'Sermons,  Letters,  and  Poems'  (which  are  in  Vol.  X),  but  'Rules  for 
Servants,  Story  Injured  Lady,  Letters,  some  prose  pieces,  and  Poetry'. 

There  is  also  such  a  copy  in  Bibl.  Arsenal,  Paris.  And  I  heard  of  a  similar 
copy  Vol.  XI,  1749.  Query:  Are  there  copies  of  Vol.  X  in  a  similar  state? 

II.  A  close  examination  of  the  printer's  ornaments  in  the  1742  and  1747 
sets  evinces  the  fact  that  there  were  two  different  printing-houses  from  which 
the  volumes  emanated:  one  (Bathurst's,  where  Vols.  I-IV  and  XII-XIII 
were  printed)  characterized  by  a  singular  scarcity,  the  other  (Davis's,  where 
Vols.  V-VI,  VII-IX  and  XI  were  printed)  by  a  great  profusion  of  printer's 
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ornaments.  This  distinction,  from  which  Vol.  X  must  constantly  be  excluded 
(it  belonged  to  another  publisher),  is  also  noticeable  in  the  1751  12mo  edition 
(see  No.  82,  post).  And  in  reliance  upon  this  criterion,  it  would  seem  —  in 
both  cases  again  with  the  exception  of  Vol.  X  —  that  the  first  1751  edition 
was  entirely  printed  in  Davis's,  the  second  1751  edition  entirely  in  Bathurst's 
usual  printing-house.  This  supposition  finds  some  ground  in  an  apparently 
closer  union  of  all  the  publishers  in  1751  than  before,  evinced  by  the  occur- 
rence of  all  their  names  in  the  title-pages  of  those  volumes  which  originally 
bore  the  name  of  Bathurst  only. 

III.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  account  for  the  indication  of  'edition'  on  the 
title-pages  (see  diagram  after  No.  69,  ante).  The  Fourth  Edition  Corrected  on 
the  title-page  of  Vol.  I,  1742,  of  course  refers  to  the  three  12mo  editions  1731, 
1733  and  1736.  After  this  the  1747  and  first  1751  editions  have  quite  regu- 
larly: The  Fifth  Edition  Corrected  2nd  The  Sixth  Edition  Corrected.  It  is,  however, 
strange  to  note  that  the  second  1751  edition  goes  back  to  the  1742  edition,  in 
being  called  The  Fourth  Edition  Corrected. 

The  Third  Edition  Corrected  on  the  title-page  of  Vol.  V,  1742,  has  reference 
to  Woodward  and  Davis's  12mo  editions  1736  and  1738.  The  reprint  of  1745 
has,  strangely  enough,  also  The  Third  Edition  Corrected,  but  after  this  those  of 
1749  and  1751  have  regularly:  The  Fourth  Edition  Corrected  and  The  Fifth 
Edition  Corrected. 

The  Second  Edition  on  the  title-pages  of  Vols.  VII-IX,  1742,  evidently  refers 
to  Cooper's  Vols.  VII-IX,  1742  (No.  31,  ante).  After  this  the  1745  edition  has 
The  Third  Edition \  and  the  1748  edition  has  The  Fourth  Edition ;  but  why  the 
two  1751  editions  should  both  have  The  Fourth  Edition  again,  is  difficult  to 
explain. 

Nine  editions  of  the  Tale  had  preceded  (see  No.  236,  post) ;  therefore  it  is 
quite  natural  that  the  1743  edition  should  be  called  The  Tenth  Edition,  the 
1747  one  The  Eleventh  Edition,  and  the  first  1751  one  The  Twelfth  Edition.  But 
the  second  1751  edition  has  The  Tenth  Edition,  which  shows  recurrence  to 
1743. 

Gulliver's  Travels  1742  is  called  The  Fourth  Edition,  Corrected  (for  the  preceding 
editions  see  note  before  No.  289,  post),  the  1747  edition  The  Fifth  Edition, 
Corrected,  the  first  1751  one  The  Sixth  Edition,  Corrected.  It  is  rather  peculiar  to 
find  that  after  this  the  second  1751  edition  is  called  The  Fifth  Edition,  Corrected.

Works  And  Miscellanies  {1 2mo\  1751 

This  edition  is  noteworthy  as  a  link  between  the  former  Miscellanies 
(Nos.  66-69,  ante)  and  the  following  Works  (Hawkesworth,  Nos.  87  &c, 
post),  in  being  the  first  to  place  the  Tale  and  Gulliver's  Travels,  hitherto  forming 
the  tail-end  of  the  collection,  in  front,  and  also  designating  them  on  the  title- 
pages  as  Volumes  I,  II— III  in  the  set;  and  in  being,  for  the  first  time,  called 
(at  least  Vols.  I-VII):

Owing  to  the  fact  that  Gulliver's  Travels  is  here  printed  in  two  volumes, 
there  are  14  volumes,  instead  of  the  former  13.  Their  distribution  is  as  follows: 

(1)  Works:  Vol.  I  {Tale),  Vols.  II-III  {Gulliver's  Travels),  Vols.  IV- VII  (the 
old  Vols.  I-IV,  but  the  order  of  the  volumes  is  altered).  No  mention  of 
'edition'  on  any  of  the  title-pages. 
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(2)  Miscellanies:  Vols.  VIII-XII  are  the  old  Vols.  V-VI  and  VII-IX,  but 
combined,  after  change  of  order,  into  one  group,  and  designated  on  all  the 
five  title-pages  as :  The  Fifth  Edition.  Then  comes  Vol.  XIII  (which  is  the  old 
Vol.  X),  indicated  on  the  title-page  as:  The  Fourth  Edition;  and  lastly  Vol. 
XIV  (which  is  the  old  Vol.  XI)  indicated  as :  The  Second  Edition. 

All  the  volumes  have  half-titles  (in  Vols.  I  and  II— III  appropriate  ones  to 
the  Tale  and  Gulliver's  Travels,  in  the  other  volumes:  'Miscellanies.  By  Dr. 
Swift.'),  except  only  Vols.  V  and  VII,  perhaps  because  in  these  two  volumes 
the  pieces  by  Pope,  Arbuthnot  and  Gay  were  hidden  away.  Those  in  Vols. 
I— III  follow  the  full  title;  those  in  the  other  volumes  precede  it.  The  title- 
pages  are  in  black  only.

But  the  plates  do  not  form  the  only  difference;  at  least  in  Vol.  Ill  sheets 
K,  L  and  M  of  the  issue  with  plates  show  signs  of  considerable  retouching 
when  compared  with  the  same  sheets  of  the  issue  without  plates,  resulting  in  a 
widening-out  of  very  full  lines  by  the  removal  of  part  of  them  to  the  next 
line,  wherever  necessary  and  possible. 

Vol.  I  (the  Tale)  was  also  issued  separately  (see  No.  239 A). 

Vols.  II— III  {Gulliver)  may  also  have  been  treated  in  this  way,  but  I  have  not 
seen  a  copy. 


HawkeswortJf  s  Editions 

The  so-called  Hawkesworth  editions,  later  on  and  at  various  times  com- 
pleted by  Deane  Swift  and  John  Nichols,  appeared  in  four  sizes,  viz. : 

(1)  the  4to  edition,  begun  in  1755. 

(2)  the  large  8vo  edition,  begun  in  1754-5;  reprinted  in  1768. 

(3)  the  small  8vo  edition,  begun  in  1760  (large  crown  paper);  reprinted  in 
1766  (ordinary  crown  paper). 

(4)  the  18mo  edition,  begun  in  1765. 

These  editions  all  have  a  Life  of  Swift  prefixed.  The  Tale  and  Gulliver's 
Travels  form  the  first  volumes  in  each  set.  All  the  editions  have  copper-plates. 
Those  in  the  4to,  large  8vo  and  small  8vo  editions  (by  I.  S.  Miiller)  are  the 
same,  though  not  in  number.  In  the  4to  and  the  two  large  8vo  editions  there

It  seems  that  the  latter  edition  was  first 
begun,  at  least  the  title-pages  of  most  of  the  12  volumes  have  the  year 
(Vol.1  1755,  but  half-title  1754;  VoLD  1754,  but  half-title  1755;  Vols.  Ill  IX 
all  1754;  Vols.  X  XII  1755),  whereas  those  of  the  4  to  edition  have  all  1755. 

Apart  from  changes  owing  to  extension  or  alteration  of  partnership,  the 
printers  and  publishers  were  much  the  same  as  before. 

In  1760  the  12  volumes  were  also  published  in  a  small  8vo  size. 

Second  Stage  : 

The  year  1762  saw  an  addition  of  two  volumes  (XIII  and  XIV)  to  the  small 
8vo  edition,  repeated  for  the  4to  edition  (Vol.  VII)  in  1763-4,  and  for  the 
large  8vo  edition  (Vols.  XIII  and  XIV)  in  1764.  The  introductory  Advertise- 
ment tells  us  that  many  of  the  pieces  were  reprinted  from  a  Dublin  edition 
(i.e.  Faulkner's  Vols.  IX  and  X,  1758-62).  The  printer  was  \V.  Bowyer, 
Faulkner's  friend;  the  imprint  of  Vol.  VII,  4to  edition,  even  has  the  names 
of  both. 

At  the  end  of  these  volumes  there  was  for  the  first  time  an  Index  for  all  the 
volumes  printed  up  to  that  time,  composed  by  J.  Nichols,  whose  name  we 
shall  meet  again  further  on. 

Vol.  VII,  4to,  was  reprinted  in  1775.  It  does  not  contain  the  Index,  which 
was  placed,  in  its  enlarged  form,  in  Vol.  IX,  1775  (see  Sixth  Stage). 

Third  Stage : 

The  year  1765  saw  not  only  additions  all  along  the  line  (Vol.  XIII  in  4to; 
Vols.  XV-  XVI  in  large  8vo;  Vols.  XV-XVH  in  small  8vo),  all  "collected  and 
revised  by  Deane  Swift,  Esq.,  of  Goodrich,  in  Herefordshire",  and  printed 
by  a  new  man,  W.  Johnston;  but  in  the  same  year  also  appeared  a  reprint  of 
the  12mo  edition  of  1751  (see  No.  82,  ante),  not  in  14,  as  formerly,  but  in 
12  volumes  18mo,  to  which  5  volumes  (the  2  of  Bowyer,  and  the  3  of  John- 
ston) were  now  added,  making  17  in  all.  The  Index  mentioned  above  (see 
Second  Stage)  was  here  placed  at  the  end  of  Vol.  XVII,  and  of  course  worked 
up  so  as  to  suit  all  the  17  volumes. 

Fourth  Stage  : 

In  the  next  year,  1766,  the  small  8vo  edition  was  reprinted,  in  18  instead 
of  the  preceding  17  volumes.  The  extension  of  the  last  three  volumes  to  four 
was  owing  to  the  insertion,  in  Vol.  XV,  of  The  History  Of  The  Four  Last  Years 
Of  The  Queen.  It  was  the  first  time  that  this  piece  was  brought  into  the  collec- 
tion, and  it  occasioned  a  shifting  of  the  materials  and  a  different  distribution 
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over  the  volumes.  The  Index,  lifted  out  of  Vol.  XIV,  and  enlarged  so  as  to 
cover  all  the  18  volumes,  was  placed  at  the  end  of  Vol.  XVIII.  —  It  is  of 
some  importance  to  note  that,  whereas  the  former  17  volumes  had  been 
printed  on  a  'large  crown  paper'  (which  gives  them,  especially  if  not  too  close 
cut,  a  broad  look,  almost  like  small  quartos),  these  18  volumes  were  printed 
on  an  'ordinary  crown  paper',  which  made  them  slightly  smaller  than  the 
former. 

This  is  also  the  year  of  the  first  series  of  Letters  ("with  notes  explanatory 
and  historical,  by  John  Hawkesworth,  L.L.D."),  2  volumes  in  4to,  3  volumes 
in  large  8vo  (the  latter  reprinted  in  the  same  year,  with  A  New  Edition  on  the 
title-page,  and  the  contents  differently  distributed  over  the  volumes),  and 
probably  a  fourth  edition :  3  volumes  in  small  8vo,  belonging  to  the  'ordinary 
crown  paper'  edition  in  18  volumes  small  8vo,  1766.  At  least,  Vol.  XVIII, 
small  8vo,  1766,  has  this  advertisement  on  verso  of  p.  283:  "Lately  published, 
Printed  uniformly  with  this  Edition,  The  Epistolary  Correspondence  of  Dr. 
Swift.  In  Three  Volumes".  The  next  year,  1767,  saw  also  3  volumes  in  small 
8vo  (called  The  Fifth  Edition)  for  the  'large  crown  paper'  edition  in  17 
volumes  small  8vo,  1760-2-5;  and  further  3  volumes  in  18mo  (called  The 
Sixth  Edition).  In  1768  The  Seventh  Edition  in  small  8vo  appeared,  printed  on 
'ordinary  crown  paper',  and  therefore  to  be  considered  as  a  reprint  of  the 
supposed  'fourth'.  And  in  1769  A  New  Edition  in  large  8vo,  a  reprint  of 
A  New  Edition,  1766.  At  the  end  of  all  these  sets  there  is  an  Index  covering 
the  Letters  in  them. 

Above  I  have  assumed,  on  the  ground  of  the  advertisement  "Lately  pub- 
lished, &c",  that  the  'fourth'  edition  is  a  small  8vo  'ordinary  crown  paper', 
1766.  But  it  may  also  have  been  a  4to  edition.  For  Nichols's  Supplement, 
4to  ed.,  1779  (see  Seventh  Stage)  says  on  verso  of  page  XI,  when  speaking  of 
Vols.  X  and  XI,  4to,  that  "of  these  two  volumes  there  have  been  two 
editions".  One  is,  of  course,  the  1766,  4to  ed.,  but  when  was  the  other?  As 
long  as  I  have  not  seen  either  another  small  8vo,  or  another  4to  edition,  the 
question  of  the  'fourth'  edition  remains  unsolved. 

Fifth  Stage: 

In  1768  a  new  edition  of  the  large  8vo  edition  appeared,  not,  however,  of 
all  the  16  volumes  preceding  the  Letters,  but  of  Vols.  I-XIV  only.  It  seems 
that  Vols.  XV-XVI,  1765,  were  not  yet  exhausted;  but  that  a  reprint  of  these 
two  volumes  in  three  (similar  to  that  of  Vols.  XV-XVII  in  four  volumes  in 
the  case  of  the  small  8vo  edition  1766)  was  even  then  in  consideration, 
appears  from  the  fact  that  the  old  Index  in  Vol.  XIV  was  then  lifted  out  of  it. 
It  was,  however,  not  until  1775  (see  Sixth  Stage)  that  these  three  volumes  at 
last  came  out. 

In  the  year  1768  also  appeared  the  second  series  of  Letters  ("collected  and 
revised  by  Deane  Swift,  Esq.  of  Goodrich,  in  Herefordshire"),  2  volumes  in 
4to,  and  3  volumes  in  large  8vo,  followed  in  1769  by  3  volumes  in  small  8vo 
(called  The  Third  Edition),  and  in  1775  by  3  volumes  in  18mo  (called  A  New 
Edition,  Corrected).  Only  the  last  set  has  an  Index,  covering  all  the  6  volumes 
of  Letters, 

Sixth  Stage: 

In  1775  John  Nichols  (and  others)  added  another  volume  to  Swift's  wTorks: 
Vol.  IX  in  4to,  Vol.  XVII  in  large  8vo  (Vols.  XV-XVI  were  reprinted  at  the 
same  time  —  see  Fifth  Stage),  and  Vol.  XVIII  in  18mo.  The  principal  piece 
in  them,  The  History  Of  The  Four  Last  Years  Of  The  Queen,  had  already  been 
inserted  in  Vol.  XV,  small  8vo,  1766  (see  Fourth  Stage);  hence  no  correspond- 
ing volume  in  the  small  8vo  edition  at  this  time,  As  to  the  enlarged  Index,  it 
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w.is  already  pn  ien(  in  the  l8mo  edition  (Vol,  \  \  [I,  l  p65)  and  id  the

The  designation  of  die  above  volumes  on  the  ride  |  Volume  IX,

They  had 
simply  been  indicated  as:  Litttrj     Volume  I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  VI. 

But  aDOUt  this  time  Nichols  included  them  as  volumes  into  the  collection, 
and  hinders  then  designated  them  as  shown  in  the  diagram  after  No. 

in-[  the  hacks  of  the  volumes.  However,  there  had  been  an  earlier  attempt  in 
this  direction.  1  possess  a  set  of  the  first  series  of  Tetters  in  lHmo,  1767,  which, 
in  Vols.  II  and  HI,  has  half-titles:  "Swift's  Works.  Vol.  XIX.  / 
MDGCLXVII.",  and:  "Swift's  Works.  /  Vol.  XX.  M  1)( !(  I  .X  VI  I."  And 
another  set,  apparently  hound  after  1775,  from  which  these  half-titles  have- 
been  removed. 

In  this  year,  1775,  Vol.  VII,  4to,  was  reprinted.  It  does  not  contain  the 
original  Index,  which,  in  its  enlarged  form,  was  now  placed  in  Vol.  IX. 

Seventh  Stage: 

To  complete  the  series  Nichols  added  A  Supplement  To  Dr.  Swift's  Works 
to  the  collection:  2  volumes  large  8vo  (1776  and  1779),  1  volume  4to  (1779), 
3  volumes  small  8vo  (1779),  and  3  volumes  18mo  (1779).  On  the  title-pages 
these  volumes  are  indicated  as  Volume  the  First,  Volume  the  Second  and  Volume 
the  Third,  but  in  other  places,  i.a.  at  the  foot  of  the  first  pages  of  new  sheets, 
they  are  designated  as  volumes  belonging  to  the  collection  and  succeeding 
the  Tetters  (see  diagram  after  No.  92,  post).  At  the  end  of  the  last  volume  of 
each  set  there  is  an  Index  covering  this  Supplement.  (For  a  possible  26th 
volume,  large  8vo,  see  No.  121,  post). 

One  point  remains  to  be  discussed.  When  in  1766  the  small  8vo  edition 
was  reprinted,  new  materials  were  added  (principally  The  History  Of  The  Tour 
Last  Years  Of  The  Queen),  and  there  were  then  18  vols,  instead  of  the  pre- 
ceding 17  vols.  However,  these  new  materials  were  not  placed  at  the  end  (in 
Vol.  XVIII),  but  in  Vol.  XV;  hence  a  considerable  re-arrangement  (cf.  Fourth 
Stage).  The  result  is  that  ultimately  the  1760  small  8vo  set  is  complete  in 
26  vols,  (without  the  History),  the  1766  small  8vo  set  in  27  vols,  (with  the 
History).  —  In  the  case  of  the  large  8vo  reprint  1768,  a  different  procedure 
was  followed:  in  that  year  only  Vols.  I-XIV  were  reprinted,  while  Vols.  XV 
XVI  were  not  reprinted  until  1775,  in  which  year  Vol.  XVII,  containing  the 
History,  was  added  to  the  large  8vo  edition  for  the  first  time  (cf.  Fifth  and 
Sixth  Stages).  Vol.  XVII  must  therefore  belong  to  both  large  8vo  editions. 
The  only  peculiarity  is  that  the  1754-5  large  8vo  edition  has  then  two  General 
Indexes,  one  in  Vol.  XIV,  and  a  more  extensive  one  in  Vol.  XVII.  But  this 
can  be  no  objection;  the  same  peculiarity  exists  in  the  4to  edition,  Vols.  VII 
and  IX.  So  that  both  large  8vo  editions  must  be  considered  complete  in 
25  volumes. 


87.  The  4 to  Edition: 

This  edition  has  14  volumes;  nine  of  them  are  called  Works,  four  are  called 
Tetters,  and  one  is  called  Supplement. 

The  nine  volumes  of  Works  each  consist  of  two  (separately  paged)  'Parts'. 
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The  titles  of  the  first  'Parts'  are  in  red  and  black;  those  of  the  second  'Parts',  as 
well  as  those  of  the  volumes  of  Letters  and  Supplement  are  in  black  onlv.

Sheridan's  Edition,  1 784 

The  desultory  way  of  publication  of  the  Hawkesworth  editions  of  Swift's 
Works  —  the  Works  (in  which  the  pieces  by  Pope,  Arbuthnot  and  Gay  were 
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still  present)  followed  by  the  Letters,  and  these  by  the  Supplement  (also  con- 
taining pieces  by  others)  —  had  been  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  property  of 
Swift's  Works  had  hitherto  been  vested  in  no  fewer  than  five  different  sets  of 
proprietors.  These  copyright  obstacles  were  now  removed  by  Sheridan 
(J.  Nichols,  Illustrations,  Vol.  V,  394).  "The  first  thing  to  be  done  in  this 
edition",  he  says  in  his  Preface  before  Vol.  II,  "was,  to  disembroil  these 
Works  from  the  chaos  in  which  they  have  hitherto  appeared,  and  reduce  them 
into  some  regular  order  under  proper  heads";  after  which  he  briefly  gives  the 
contents  of  the  several  volumes.  And  he  concludes  this  enumeration  thus : 
"The  17th  and  last  volume,  consists  of  Martinus  Scriblerus;  John  Bull,  and 
various  other  Pieces  in  prose  and  verse,  published  in  Pope's  Miscellanies.  As 
these  Pieces  are  admirable  in  themselves,  and  as  it  is  well  known  that  Swift 
had  a  great  share  in  some  of  the  most  capital,  tho',  according  to  his  usual 
practice,  he  never  claimed  any,  but  let  his  friends  Arbuthnot  and  Pope  enjoy 
the  whole  reputation  as  well  as  profit  arising  from  them;  and  as  these  have 
always  made  a  part  of  Swift's  Works,  where  only  they  are  now  to  be  found 
collected,  it  was  thought  proper  to  add  this  volume  to  the  rest."

Letters,  1741 

In  1736-7  only  a  few  letters  to  and  from  Swift  had  been  published  (see 
Nos.  56,  56a,  56b).  In  1741  appeared  several  more.  The  mystery  surrounding 
their  publication  was  discovered  by  Dilke  {The  Papers  Of  A  Critic,  1875, 
Vol.  I,  passim.),  and  retold  at  great  length  by  Elwin  (The  Works  of  Alex- 
ander Pope,  Vols.  I,  VII,  VIII).  See  also  Corresp.,  VI,  156-76,  197-202,  and 
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Appendix  I;  Griffith,  Nos.  519,  529,  530,  531,  532,  533,  534.  The  facts  are 
briefly  as  follows: 

After  some  vain  attempts  Pope,  through  Orrery,  had  at  last  (July  1737  — 
see  Corresp.  VI,  39)  succeeded  in  recovering  from  Swift  the  letters  he  had  for 
many  years  written  to  Swift.  Three  years  later,  about  May-July  1740,  Swift 
received  "a  printed  volume,  without  title-page,  preface,  or  other  introduction, 
containing  the  version  of  the  correspondence  between  Pope,  Gay,  Boling- 
broke,  and  himself";  together  with  an  unsigned  letter  stating  that  this  volume 
was  submitted  to  him  for  inspection,  and  was  not  to  be  published  without 
his  approbation.  Soon  after  (July  1740),  Swift,  no  doubt  recognizing  Pope's 
hand  in  this  secret  business,  gave  Faulkner  leave  to  reprint  these  letters  for 
publication  in  Dublin,  from  the  mysterious  copy  received.  On  July  29,  1740, 
Faulkner  informed  Pope  of  this  permission  (Elwin,  op.  cit.,  VIII,  416-17), 
and  while  Pope,  for  his  own  purposes,  was  delaying  his  answer  to  this  news, 
Faulkner  began  to  set  up  his  type  (this  must  have  been  his  8vo  edition  —  see 
note  under  No.  64);  but  after  he  had  only  finished  the  first  two  sheets  and 
after  a  correspondence  with  Pope  and  Orrery  extending  over  several  months 
and  revealing  Pope's  opposition  to  the  plan,  he  stopped  and  withheld  his 
edition  until  Pope's  own  quarto  and  folio  editions,  which  were  then  in  course 
of  preparation,  should  have  been  published  in  London.  They  appeared  in  the 
middle  of  April  1741  (The  Works  Of  Mr.  Alexander  Pope,  In  Prose,  Vol.  II.) ;  but 
before  that  date,  early  in  1741,  Pope  had  caused  the  clandestine  volume  to 
be  published  (see  third  state,  below),  in  order  to  suggest  that  its  appearance 
had  compelled  him  to  publish  his  own  authorized  editions.  Soon  after,  Curll 
entered  the  lists.  His  Dean  Swift's  Correspondence,  &c,  must  have  appeared 
about  May-June  1741,  for  on  June  4  Pope  filed  a  bill  against  Curll  for 
piratically  publishing  the  letters.  And  a  few  weeks  later  two  Dublin  editions 
were  announced  in  the  Dublin  News  Letter •:  the  so-called  Exshaw  volume  was 
advertised  in  the  issue  of  June  16,  1741,  and  Faulkner's  Letters,  8vo,  in  that 
of  June  20,  1741.  [Dilke,  op.  cit.,  I,  328,  quotes  the  two  advertisements,  and 
Griffith,  Nos.  532,  533,  quotes  from  Dilke;  but  Griffith  applies  the  second 
advertisement  to  Faulkner's  12mo,  whereas  it  clearly  refers  to  Faulkner's  8vo, 
not  recorded  by  Griffith.]  Faulkner's  Letters,  12mo,  must  have  appeared  still 
later.  And  finally,  probably  late  in  1741,  though  no  advertisement  concerning 
the  book  has  been  found  earlier  than  the  end  of  June  1742  (see  Griffith, 
No.  560),  the  clandestine  volume  was  re-issued  as  Vol.  VII  of  the  sm.  8vo 
edition  of  The  Works  of  Alexander  Pope,  1 74 1. 

After  this,  these  'Swift'  Letters,  to  which  later  on  more  were  added,  were 
regularly  reprinted  in  the  collected  works  of  Swift,  and  in  those  of  Pope.

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Note:  As  regards  the  last  three  editions,  Faulkner's  8vo  must  have  been 
printed  first.  This  is  proved  by  its  composition.  It  consists  of  four  units. 
First,  pp.  1-280  (B-S8,  T4),  containing  Letters  I-LXXXI,  were  printed. 
[A  copy  of  these  sheets  was  once  in  the  possession  of  Orrery  (given  to  him 
by  Faulkner),  who  wrote  some  MS.  notes  on  the  inside  of  the  front  cover  and 
on  the  first  page  of  the  text  (see  Dilke,  Papers  Of  A  Critic,  I,  326-7  note). 
Afterwards,  in  1860,  a  Mr.  James  Pink,  of  Bristol,  owned  it,  but  it  cannot 
now  be  found.  —  Curll  may  have  had  another  copy  of  the  original  sheets 
(see  No.  61).]  Next,  4  pp.,  1-32  (U-X8,  C2),  bearing  'Some  Free  Thoughts', 
were  added,  as  an  afterthought.  Then  pp.  281-300  (U8,  X2),  entitled  'Supple- 
ment' and  containing  seven  more  letters,  namely  the  six  'starred'  ones,  and 
one  more  (Orrery  to  Pope,  Oct.  4,  1738,  the  latest  in  the  series),  all  derived 
from  Pope's  folio  edition  (see  No.  60 A,  ante),  were  inserted  as  a  second  after- 
thought. And  lastly  the  prefatory  matter  (one  sheet  of  16  pp.,  unsigned)  was 
prefixed  to  the  whole.  The  first  three  units  have  all  Finis,  at  the  end. 

The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  the  signatures  is  that  the  first  and  second 
units  must  have  been  printed  off  before  the  appearance  of  Pope's  folio  edition, 
that  is  before  April  16,  1741.  The  seventh  letter  in  the  'Supplement'  (Letter 
LXXXVIII)  was  apparently  a  very  late  addition,  proved  by  the  fact  that  it  is 
not  listed  in  the  'Contents'  (neither  is  it  called  for  in  the  Contents  of  Pope's 
folio  edition),  and  by  its  cramped  position  at  the  end.  It  would  even  seem 
that  X  1-2  (pp.  297-300)  were  reprinted  to  make  its  addition  possible. 

As  the  type  of  both  the  Exshaw  volume  (or  rather  its  1746  re-issue)  and 
Faulkner's  12mo  has  not  been  set  thus  separately,  they  must  have  been  printed 
after  Faulkner's  8vo,  and  from  it. 

The  Exshaw  volume,  apart  from  its  different  size,  shows  resemblance,  not 
as  Griffith  says  (No.  532)  with  Faulkner's  12mo,  but  with  his  8vo  edition 
(both,  in  the  title-page,  refer  to  "the  London  Edition";  both  have  two  Letters 
numbered  V).  This  shows  their  relationship.  —  But  Faulkner's  12mo  is  a 
different  thing.  The  tide-page  intimation  of  "Several  Notes  and  Translations 
not  in  the  London  Edition"  has  been  discarded.  The  mistake  of  two  Letters 
numbered  V,  has  been  corrected  into  two  Letters  numbered  VII  (the  second  is 
the  postscript  of  the  first).  Another  improvement  is,  that  Some  Free  Thoughts, 
&c,  which  in  the  Exshaw  volume  awkwardly  started  on  a  verso,  here 
correctly  begins  on  a  recto. 

Pope's  folio  and  quarto  editions  have  a  note  at  the  beginning  of  the 
'Contents',  saying:  'N.B.  Those  letters  which  have  an  Asterisk  *  prefixed, 
are  added  in  this,  and  not  in  the  Dublin  Edition.'  The  asterisk  accompanies 
letters  61,  63,  66,  77,  87,  and  88,  which  in  the  Dublin  edition  are  the  first  six 
of  the  'Supplement'.  The  note  is  either  based  on  the  supposition  only  that  the 
Dublin  edition  would  and  could  not  contain  the  starred  letters,  or  it  refers  to 
a  Dublin  edition  that  had  really  appeared  before  April  16,  1741,  which  must 
then  have  been  an  earlier  issue  (without  'Supplement'  and  'Some  Free 
Thoughts')  of  either  Faulkner's  8vo  or  the  Exshaw  volume,  probably  the 
latter,  as  a  reply  to  and  in  competition  with  the  Cooper  volume  (No.  60,  ante).

The  first  three  editions,  long  considered  different  issues  only,  have  been 
proved  to  be  separate  editions  (see  Lucius  L.  Hubbard,  Contributions ;  1922; 
and  Harold  Williams,  The  Library  for  Dec.  1925,  and  Gulliver's  Travels  for  the 
First  Edition  Club,  1926).  Both  Hubbard  and  Williams  say  that  these  three 
8vo  editions  were  followed  in  1727,  first  by  a  12mo,  then  by  another  8vo 
edition.  I  cannot  quite  agree  with  them.  It  is  correct  to  say,  as  both  do,  that 
the  12mo  edition  was  printed  before  the  8vo  edition,  because  a  comparison 
of  the  texts  shows  that  the  former  has  not  the  literal  corrections  mentioned  in 
the  Errata  of  Ford's  letter  to  Motte  of  Jan.  3,  1727,  whereas  The  Second 
Edition  has  them,  which  shows  the  time  of  printing  before  and  after  that  date. 
However,  it  is  not  the  printing,  but  the  publication,  which  concerns  us  here. 
Publication  of  The  Second  Edition  took  place  on  May  4,  1727  (adv.  in  The 
Post  Boy  of  that  date).  And  publication  of  the  12mo  edition  cannot  have  taken 
place  until  after  Dec.  28,  1727,  the  date  for  the  four  illustrations  exactly 
suiting  them  as  they  occur  for  the  first  time  in  the  12mo  edition.  As  long, 
therefore,  as  no  copies  have  turned  up  without  them  —  and  although  several 
copies  have  gone  through  my  hands,  I  have  never  seen  one  —  I  prefer  to 
stick  to  the  following  order: 

(a)  three  8vo  editions  in  1726,  hitherto  distinguished  as  A,  AA  and  B,  of 
which  only  Vol.  II  of  the  second  edition  is  described  as  The  Second  Edition. 

(b)  one  8vo  edition  in  1727,  with  The  Second  Edition  on  the  title-page  of 
Vol.  I,  and  The  Second  Edition,  Corrected  on  that  of  Vol.  II. 

(c)  one  12mo  edition  in  1727  (or  rather  in  the  beginning  of  1728);  and  the 
same  edition,  consisting  of  exactly  the  same  sheets,  but  with  new  title-pages, 
bearing  the  year  1731.  Neither  of  them  has  any  indication  of  edition  on  the 
title-pages. 

This  sequence  has  the  advantage  of  being  the  conventional  one.  Pope, 
Swift  and  Ford  all  meant  the  1727  8vo  edition,  when  they  spoke  of  the 
'second'  edition  (cf.  Corresp.,  Ill,  381 ;  V,  26,  37;  and  'A  Letter  from  Gulliver 
to  Sympson',  dated  April  2,  1727,  for  the  first  time  printed  in  Faulkner's 
Works,  Vol.  Ill,  1735,  where  Gulliver  says :  "I  have  sent  you  some  Corrections, 
which  you  may  insert,  if  ever  there  should  be  a  second  Edition.")  The  fact 
that  Bathurst,  Motte's  partner  and  successor  and  therefore  not  to  be  con- 
sidered as  an  outsider,  placed  The  Fourth  Edition,  Corrected  on  the  title-page  in 
1742,  shows  his  opinion,  however  wrong  it  may  be  for  the  rest,  that  three

I  think,  the  only  correct  one. 

On  the  above  considerations  I  think  it  advisable  to  stick  to  the  wcll- 
cstablishcd  practice  of  Calling  the  three  1726  editions  first  (A,  AA  and  B  , 
the  1727  Bvo  edition  second,  and  the  1727  (=  1731)  12mo  edition  third;  after 
which  Bathurst's  1742,  1747  and  1751  editions  as  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  follow- 
in  regular  sequence. 

Contents : 

The  work  consists  of  four  'Voyages',  distinguished  as  Parts  I,  II,  III  and 
IV  respectively.  Each  of  the  Motte  editions  has  two  'Volumes',  each  volume 
containing  two  'Parts'. 

Titles: 

There  are  five  titles:  a  general  title  in  Vol.  I,  serving  both  as  general  title 
to  the  whole  work  and  as  general  title  to  Vol.  I;  moreover  two  special  titles, 
one  to  each  of  the  two  'Parts'  of  Vol.  I;  further  a  general  title  to  Vol.  II,  and 
a  special  title  to  Part  IV,  but  no  special  title  to  Part  III.  All  the  five  titles  are 
within  double-lined  frames. 

Portrait: 

There  is  a  frontispiece  portrait  of  Gulliver  in  all  the  copies  of  the  A,  AA, 
and  B  editions,  and  in  some  copies  of  the  Second  Edition  and  of  the  two 
12mo  issues,  all  from  the  same  plate,  but  in  different  states: 

(1)  tke  first  has  the  inscription  "Captain  Lemuel  Gulliver,  of  RedrifT  Aetat, 
suae  58."  on  a  tablet  under  the  oval  (in  all  L.  P.,  and  in  the  earlier 
Sm.  P.  copies  of  the  A  edition); 

(2)  the  second  has  the  same  inscription  round  the  oval,  the  tablet  bearing 
a  Latin  inscription  (in  the  later  Sm.  P.  copies  of  the  A  edition,  in  all 
the  copies  of  the  AA  and  B  edition,  and  in  the  earlier  copies  of  the 
second),  but  it  has  been  retouched; 

(a)  printed  on  paper  with  vertical  chainlines  (in  the  later  copies  of  the 
Second  Edition); 

(b)  printed  on  paper  with  horizontal  chainlines  in  the  later  copies  of  the 
1727,  12mo  edition,  and  in  the  earlier  copies  of  its  1731  re-issue; 
also  in  a  few  L.  P.  copies  of  the  A  edition,  in  which  they  form  a 
late  insertion,  and  two  of  which  are  now  known:  the  Ham  House 
copy,  and  the  Pierpont  Morgan  copy  (with  MS.  corrections  in  the 
hand  of  Charles  Ford). 

So  there  is  no  portrait  in  the  middle  copies  of  the  Second  Edition,  the 
earlier  ones  of  the  1727,  12mo  edition,  and  the  later  ones  of  its  1731  re-issue. 
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The  Ham  House  Gulliver,  a  very  exceptional  copy  sold  at  Sotheby's  on 
June  21,  1938,  to  the  American  Rosenbach  Co.,  who  resold  it  to  its  present 
owner,  Lord  Rothschild,  is  a  L.  P.  copy  in  the  original  boards,  totally  uncut, 
measuring  251  x  150  mm.,  apparently  the  only  copy  existing  in  this  state. 
The  original  purchaser,  the  fourth  Earl  of  Dysart,  has  written  inside  the 
front  cover:  "Read  through  2  vol.  at  Tunbridge  in  July  1731  — Dysart." 
I  have  not  seen  it,  but  the  description  in  Sotheby's  sale-catalogue,  supple- 
mented by  information  kindly  supplied  by  them  and  Lord  Rothschild  would 
suggest  that  the  portrait  was  specially  made  for  this  copy.  It  is  in  the  third 
state  (b),  printed  on  a  very  large  sheet  of  paper,  cut  to  size:  251  x  150  mm. 
It  has  led  me  to  an  examination  of  my  own  copies  of  the  1727  and  1731, 
12mo  issues,  of  each  of  which  I  have  possessed  one  with  and  one  without 
the  portrait.  It  appears  that  these  two  portraits  are  also  the  third  state  (b). 
Hence  I  conclude  that,  after  the  portraits  in  the  second  state  still  present  in 
the  earlier  copies  of  the  Second  Edition  had  been  exhausted,  and  after  an 
interval  during  which  no  portrait  was  available,  the  portraits  in  the  third 
state  (a)  and  (b)  came  into  being,  and  were  applied  as  mentioned  above. 
They  must  therefore  belong  to  a  time  between  the  second  half  of  1728,  and 
1731. 

Four  maps  and  two  plans: 

There  are  four  maps  (one  to  each  of  the  four  Parts)  and  two  plans  (in 
Part  III),  in  all  the  Motte  editions.  Those  in  the  four  8vo  editions  are  from 
larger-size  plates;  they  do  not  occur  again.  Those  in  the  two  12mo  editions 
are  from  smaller-size  plates ;  they  were  used  again  by  Bathurst  in  the  Gullivers 
belonging  to  the  Miscellanies,  1742,  &c.  (Nos.  66-9,  ante),  but  those  in  the 
separate  Bathurst  editions,  1748,  &c.  (Nos.  304-6,  post)  are  from  different 
plates. 

Illustrations: 

The  two  12mo  editions  have  four  illustrations,  one  to  each  Part,  which 
were  used  again  by  Bathurst  in  1748,  &c.  (Nos.  304— 5,  post). 

Verses: 

In  his  letter  to  Swift  of  Feb.  18,  1727,  Pope  mentions  three  verses  (Nos.  3, 
1,  4  below),  which  supplemented  by  a  fourth  (No.  2  below)  first  appeared  as 
a  separate  publication  (about  March  1727  —  cf.  Corresp.,  Ill,  380-1):

Bach  of  the  live  editions  shows  various  irregularities.  Some  of  the  more 
important  and  characteristic  ones  have  been  hereafter  appended  to  the 
editions  separately.  As  a  rule  these  so-called  'points',  together  with  the  title- 
pages  and  collations,  will  sullice  to  determine  copies ;  but  for  a  fuller  discussion 
of  mistakes,  misprints,  signatures,  founts,  etc.,  and  the  conclusions  to  be 
drawn  from  them,  see  Hubbard,  and  Williams,  in  their  works  mentioned 
above.

Note:  Besides  the  ordinary  small-paper  copies  there  are  also  some  copies 
printed  on  "a  Royal  Paper,"  which,  Hubbard,  Contributions,  p.  28,  says, 
"represent  an  intermediate  if  not  the  final  printing  of  the  first  edition".  This 
is  a  question  perhaps  impossible  to  decide.  The  only  available  evidence  points 
in  the  other  direction.  Judging  from  the  ornaments,  type,  and  page  numbers, 
the  four  Parts  were  printed  in  four  different  printing-houses;  and  the  order 
of  printing  of  the  L.  P.  and  Sm.  P.  sheets,  not  only  as  groups,  but  even  as 
separate  units,  may  have  differed  in  these  four  printing-houses.  Only  as  to 
leaf  E  in  Part  IV  can  we  say  with  certainty  that  its  L.  P.  printing  preceded 
its  Sm.  P.  printing  —  see  point  (5)  below.  On  this  point  my  article,  "The 
Publication  of  Gulliver's  Travels",  in  The  Dublin  Magazine,  Jan.  1948,  p.  26 
wants  correction. 

L.  P.  copies  should  have  the  portrait  in  the  first  state;  Sm.  P.  copies  have 
it  either  in  the  first  or  second  state. 

Some  L.  P.  copies  (Ham  House,  and  Pierpont  Morgan)  have  it  in  the  third 
state  (b). 

Distinguishing  marks  between  L.  P.  and  Sm.  P.  copies  are: 

(1)  Part  I,  p.  17, 1.  22:  'Potto'  in  L.  P.,  'Potion'  in  Sm.  P.  copies. 

(2)  Part  II,  p.  39 :  Certain  letters  at  the  beginning  of  11.  1-4  have  failed  to 
print  in  L.  P.  copies;  not  so  in  Sm.  P.  ones. 

(3)  Part  IV,  p.  50:  In  L.  P.  copies  (B.  M.,  Forster,  Bodl.,  U.L.C.,  Armagh) 
the  first  letters  of  the  words  'sold'  and  'til'  in  11.  10  and  11  have  entirely 
dropped  out,  these  words  therefore  reading  'old'  and  'ill';  but  by  mistake 
the  compositor  has  reinserted  the  's'  three  lines  higher  up,  so  that  the  word

This  translation  appeared  in  Jan.  1727  (cf.  S.  Goulding,  Swift  En  France, 
1924,  pp.  57-8).  As  regards  the  plates  in  this  French  translation  and  the 
Dutch  one  (No.  366,  ante),  the  4  maps  and  2  plans  are  different,  which  —  at 
least  for  the  4  maps  —  is  but  natural,  as  they  bear  French  and  Dutch  names 
respectively.  Still,  the  occurrence  of  some  Dutch  names  in  the  French  maps 
(where  the  original  English  maps  have  English  names)  points  to  priority  of 
the  Dutch  ones.  The  other  5  plates,  however,  are  all  the  same  printing.  Two 
of  them,  the  portrait  and  the  illustration  to  Lilliput,  are  worth  a  closer 
examination.  Both  have  a  space  at  the  foot,  the  former  bearing  the  name 
"L.  Gulliver.'',  the  latter  left  blank.  But  both  show  traces  of  erasure  of  an 
earlier  inscription.  In  the  latter  the  words  "Voyages  De  Gulliver"  are  still 
faintly  visible.  This  justifies  the  conclusion  that,  after  these  two  plates  were 
finished  in  their  original  state,  the  two  publishing  firms  came  to  an  agreement 
to  let  them  and  the  other  3  plates  serve  for  both  editions.  Consequently  the 
engraver  effected  the  erasures,  placed  "L.  Gulliver."  in  the  space  under  the 
portrait,  left  the  space  under  the  'Lilliput'  plate  blank,  made  the  three  remain- 
ing plates,  and  provided  the  four  illustrations  with  the  indications  Fig.  I, 
Fig.  II,  Fig.  Ill,  Fig.  IV;  all  this  suited  the  two  editions  equally  well. 

About  the  middle  of  1727  the  French  translation  went  into  a  second 
edition  (see  No.  372,  post),  but  it  is  curious  to  observe  that  the  publishers  had 
not  then  the  disposal  of  the  old  plates,  for  the  plates  in  this  second  edition 
are  all  new.

Contents  and 
almost  certainly  prove  it  to  be  by  Swift  himself.  Prof.  Davis,  Prose  Works, 
Vol.   11,  p.  xii,  points  to  an  unmistakable  allusion   I  U  of  a  Tub,  a 

possible  reason  for  its  not  having  been  printed  at  the  time.  Internal  evidence 
shows  that  it  was  written  seven  weeks  before  Partridge's  predicted  death, 
i.e.  about  Feb.  7,  1708;  and  that  the  Predictions  had  appeared  nine  days  before 
that,  i.e.  at  the  end  of  Jan.  1708.  It  contains  an  invitation  to  Partridge  to

Prof.  Herbert  Davis,  The  Drapier 's  Letters,  1935,  p.  LXXXII,  says:  "In 
this  third  edition  there  are  differences  of  punctuation  and  spelling  on  every 
page,  and  alterations  which  indicate  that  it  was  carelessly  set  up.  It  seems 
probable  that  it  may  have  been  hurriedly  put  out  as  late  as  August  1724,  as 
a  result  of  Swift's  complaint  at  the  end  of  Letter  II  that  Harding  had  allowed 
it  to  go  out  of  print,  in  spite  of  continued  demands  for  it.
